says Koran burning to 
go ahead 



GAINESVILLE, Florida 
(AFP) - A small Florida 
church yesterday shrugged 
off a wave of global outrage 
and vowed to go ahead with a 
Koran burning ceremony, as 
local officials drew up plans 
to tamp down the protest. 

Condemnation rained in 
from top US officials, the mi¬ 
litary, the Vatican and other 
religious leaders, but the 
church refused to rethink 
plans to torch the Islamic 
holy book on the anniversary 
of the September 11, 2001 at¬ 
tacks. 

"As of this time we have 


no intention of canceling,” 
Pastor Terry Jones told a 
press conference, adding his 
evangelical church, the Dove 
World Outreach Center, had 
received numerous messages 
of support. 

Jones had indicated he 
was praying for guidance on 
whether to go ahead with the 
incendiary event after war¬ 
nings from US Afghanistan 
commander General David 
Petraeus that the move would 
fuel Islamic anger, and en¬ 
danger US troops.

Storm I gor forms i n 
Eastern Atlantic 


MIAMI, Florida - In what has 
been a busy 2010 hurricane 
season as of late. The ninth 
named storm formed yesterday 
off the coast of Africa in the far 
eastern Atlantic Ocean. 

Tropical Storm Igor was lo¬ 
cated about 80 miles south of 
Praia in the Cape Verde Is¬ 
lands. The storm has maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds of 40 
mph and is moving west at 6 
mph. 

A tropical storm watch has 
been issued for the southern 
Cape Verde Islands. 

According to forecasters at 
the National Hurricane Center 


in Miami the storm is slated to 
pass south of the Cape Verde 
Islands by today. Igor is then 
likely to continue moving on a 
westerly track and strengthen 
slowly over the next couple of 
days. Early models have it trek 
across the Atlantic over the 
next five days. Then it is pro¬ 
jected to be a Category 2 hur¬ 
ricane with sustained winds of 
almost 100 mph. 

The models indicate that it 
might veer north before it 
reaches the Lesser Antilles on 
a path that might reduce the 
risk to the U.S. East Coast

"We understand the general’s 
concerns and we are still con¬ 
sidering it," Jones said, but 
swiftly added he had been con¬ 
tacted by a special forces sol¬ 
dier who told him "the people 
in the field are 100 percent be¬ 
hind us." 

The gun-toting pastor, who 
has received death threats, says 
the aim of Saturday's three- 
hour evening event is to send a 
message to radical Islamists 
that they must abide by the US 
Constitution. 

"Our burning of the Koran 
is to call attention that some¬ 
thing's wrong. And it is possi¬ 
bly time for us in a new way to 
actually stand up and confront 
terrorism," he said. 

But the planned torching of 
some 200 Korans — many of 
which have been donated to 
the church — has triggered a 
chorus of protest, with many 
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leaders fearful it will also help 
stoke a wave of anti-Islamic 
sentiment in the United States. 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton has denounced 
the church's plans as "disgrace¬ 
ful," and the State Department 
sought yesterday to downplay 
an event likely to be shown on 
television screens around the 
world. 

"We hope that the world 
will appreciate that this is the 
action of a very small fringe 
group and does not represent 
the views of the United States 
or Americans as a whole," 
State Department spokesman 
Philip Crowley said. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-Moon said he was deeply 
disturbed by the planned event, 
with his spokesman releasing a 
statement saying: "Such ac¬ 
tions cannot be condoned by 
any religion.

VILLAHERMOSA, Mexico 
(AFP) - Floods which have af¬ 
fected more than half a million 
people in southeastern Mexico 
will likely worsen after the 
opening of a dam and predic¬ 
tions of more rains, a state 
governor said yesterday. 

"Heavy rains are predicted, 
not only in Tabasco (state) but 
also in the whole south-south- 
eastern region, including 
storms and hurricanes ... which 
would put us in a more critical 
situation," Tabasco governor 
Andres Granier told local jour¬ 
nalists. 

The opening of the region's 
Penitas dam could release up 
to 2,000 cubic meters of water 
per second to the Carrizal and 
Samaria rivers, which were al¬ 
ready at critical levels, Granier 
said.

Serbia calls 
for 'dialogue* 
with Kosovo 
after EU deal 


BEFGRADE, Seria (AFP) - 
Serbia has agreed to call for 
"dialogue" with Kosovo in a 
draft UN resolution that will 
also strengthen the EU's me¬ 
diating role in the dispute, 
officials and experts said 
yesterday. 

The draft resolution, 
which is set to go before the 
UN General Assembly, now 
"presents a compromise 
which Serbia has reached in 
cooperation with the Euro¬ 
pean Union," Serbia's gov¬ 
ernment said in a statement. 

The amended draft "calls 
for a dialogue between Bel¬ 
grade and Pristina in accor¬ 
dance with our principal 
stance that a mutually ac¬ 
ceptable solution... can be 
found through negotiations," 
the statement said. 

The government insisted 
however that the draft "does 
not, in any way, recognise 
the independence" of 
Kosovo.

Some 200,000 hectares 
(494,193 acres) of land were 
submerged, affecting more 
than 20,000 farmers in the re¬ 
gion, officials said.

France's Kouchner to marry 
long time companion 


PARIS, France (AFP) - 
France's 70-year-old foreign 
minister, former humanitarian 
champion Bernard Kouchner, 
is to marry his long time com¬ 
panion in Rome, a source close 
to the political veteran said 
yesterday. 

"He has that project," the 
source told AFP, when asked 
whether Kouchner plans to 
wed 66-year-old Christine 
Ockrent, who is his girlfriend 
of many years and a well- 
known journalist and broad¬ 
caster in her own right. 

The source was speaking on 
condition of anonymity to re¬ 
veal details of the minister's 
private life, and refused to re¬ 
veal the date of the ceremony. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
named Kouchner foreign mi¬ 
nister in 2007, but before that 
he was best known as the out¬ 
spoken founder of medical aid 
agency Medecins Sans Fron- 
tieres (Doctors Without Bor¬ 
ders). 

He began his public career 
on the left, as a fellow traveller 
of the French Communist 
party, later served as a minister 
in several centre-left Socialist 
governments and now sits on 
Sarkozy's right-wing cabinet. 

In 1999 he became the head 
of the United Nations mission 
in Kosovo, acting as the de 
facto governor of the break¬ 
away Serbian province after 
NATO air strikes drove out Yu¬ 
goslav forces accused of carry¬ 
ing out atrocities. 

Throughout his political 
journey, and despite his

prickly temperament, Kouch¬ 
ner has remained one of 
France's most popular figures, 
until recently regularly polling 
as one of voters' most admired 
politicians. 

Now his star begun to slip, 
as former supporters have been 
surprised to see the man who 
began his public life cam¬ 
paigning for Vietnamese "Boat 
People" refugees serving a 
president who is deporting 
Roma Gypsies from France. 

Ockrent is a veteran jour¬ 
nalist and commentator in 
print, television and radio and 
now serves as the head 
France's state international 
broadcaster, which oversees 
RFI radio, and the TV5 
Monde and France 24 TV net¬ 
works

I ntervention to assist 
third attempt to form 
Dutch government

AMSTERDAM, The 
Netherlands — A close ad¬ 
viser to Queen Beatrix of 
the Netherlands said yester¬ 
day he would talk to party 
leaders to assess if a planned 
right-leaning cabinet would 
be a stable government, or if 
an alternative would work 
better. 

The announcement by 
Herman Tjeenk Willink, 
vice-president of the Coun¬ 
cil of State, the country’s 
highest constitutional body 
and chaired by the Queen, 
was seen as a possible way 
of breaking a three-month 
stalemate in efforts to form a 
government. 

The Netherlands has been 
without a permanent cabinet 
since Feb. 20, when the gov¬ 
ernment collapsed in a dis¬ 
pute over whether to 
withdraw troops from Af¬ 
ghanistan. Elections were in 
June. 

“Two times now there has 
been a report to the queen 
from an official chairing gov¬ 
ernment talks that said such a 


right-leaning government 
was not possible. We have to 
make sure it will not fail a 
third time,” Tjeenk Willink 
said. 

He said he would talk to 
the parliamentary leaders of 
all parties today to see if there 
was majority support for a 
cabinet that could be a stable 
government and would have 
a “fruitful” cooperation with 
parliament. 


Venezuela hands over alleged 
Colombian drug lord to US 


CARACAS, Venezuela — 
Venezuela has extradited an al¬ 
leged Colombian drug baron, 
Carlos Alberto Renteria, to the 
US after his arrest in the 
Venezuelan capital last week. 

Mr Renteria, who allegedly 
headed Colombia’s Norte del 
Valle drug cartel, was handed 
over to US officials at Caracas 
airport. 

Two other suspected drug 


traffickers were also extra¬ 
dited. 

US authorities accuse Mr 
Renteria of smuggling hun¬ 
dreds of tons of cocaine to the 
US in the 1990s. 

Mr Renteria, also known as 
Beto, had been on a US gov¬ 
ernment most-wanted list since 
2004 with a reported $5m re¬ 
ward offered for his capture.

Yesterday evening, Jews 
around the world welcomed 
the year 5771 with the blow¬ 
ing of the shofar, prayers, and 
sharing time with family and 
community. Not only is Rosh 
Hashanah the beginning of a 
new year, but it is also the 
commencement of the High 
Holy Days, a period of ten 
days also called Yamim No- 
raim, “Days of Awe.” 

This is a period when Jews 
examine their behavior and 
transgressions from the pre¬ 
vious year, called Aseret 
Yemei Teshuva, admitting 
their wrongdoing to their fel¬ 
low man and their lord, with 
the resolve to improve over 
the coming year. Since the 
Hebrew calendar precedes 
the Gregorian calendar by 
3700 years and this is a long 
established ritual of the Je¬ 
wish faith, it is not too far¬ 
fetched to speculate this 
practice is a model for the tra¬ 
dition of making New Year’s 
Resolutions. 

The annual habit of re¬ 
flecting on our behavior, not 
in regards to resolving to lose 
some weight, get a better job, 
or fix that leaking roof, but to 
activity strive to be more 
righteous by serving our 
loved ones and community as 
well as whatever deity we 
worship, is certainly a con¬ 
cept that goes beyond a sin¬ 
gle faith.

Subscribers can elect to share 
their answers, with or without 
their name attached. Some 
are funny, beneficial, enligh¬ 
tening, boring, but for most, 
evidence that we are not 
alone in our personal insecu¬ 
rities and dissatisfaction re¬ 
garding being all we could 
be.

New EU rules on animal testing 
ban use of apes

back the number of animals 
used in scientific research. 

After two years of heated 
debate on how to protect ani¬ 
mal welfare without scupper¬ 
ing scientific research, the 
new limits, updating regula¬ 
tions from 1986, were 
adopted by the European Par¬ 
liament despite objections 
from Green MEPs. 

Under the new legisla¬ 
tions, experiments on great 
apes such as chimpanzees, 
gorillas and orangutans are to 
be banned and ’’strict” restric¬ 
tions set on the use of pri¬ 
mates in general. 

Members of the 27-nation 
bloc, who are given two years 
to comply with the rules, also 
need ”to ensure that whenever 
an alternative method is avail¬ 
able, this is used instead of 
animal testing.” 

And they must work at 
’’reducing levels of pain in¬ 
flicted on animals.” 

Proponents of the aboli¬ 
tion of animal testing ob¬ 
jected that the new rules 
failed to go far enough. 

’’Animals will still be used 
as guinea pigs,” said the 
Greens in a statement. ’’They 
will still suffer pain.” 

”It is possible to reduce 
the number of animals used 


for science without hindering 
research,” added Belgian 
Green Isballe Durant. 

But Health and Consumer 
Policy Commissioner John 
Dalli dubbed it ”a good com¬ 
promise on a difficult topic.” 

’’Today we have the 
chance to bring the EU to the 
forefront by caring for ani¬ 
mals and protecting science,” 
he said. 

Other MEPs said the de¬ 
mands of scientific research 
came over and above animal 
welfare. 

”An animal’s an animal 
and a human being’s a human 
being,” said Italian conserva¬ 
tive Herbert Dorfmann. 

’’Medical progress is cru¬ 
cial to humanity and unfortu¬ 
nately, to achieve this 


progress there must be ani¬ 
mal testing.” 

The legislation notably al¬ 
lows the use of primates in 
testing illnesses such as 
Alzheimer’s, cancer or 
Parkinson’s disease if there is 
scientific evidence that the 
research cannot be achieved 
without using these species. 

To avoid repeated suffer¬ 
ing by an animal, it lists dif¬ 
ferent categories of pain that 
may be inflicted during a test 
(non-recovery, mild, moder¬ 
ate or severe) and proposes 
that the same animals be 
reused only if the pain is 
classed as ’’moderate,” and 
provided a vet is consulted. 

At the moment some 12 
million animals are used each 
year in scientific experiments 
in the EU. 


Jack Thompson Tries to Block 'Medal 
of Honor' Game 


Jack Thompson, a disbarred 
lawyer who has vocally de¬ 
cried violence in video games, 
said he will try to stop the re¬ 
lease of Electronic Arts’ up¬ 
coming video game, ’’Medal 
of Honor Limited Edition”. 

Thompson said he sent a 
letter via fax outlining his op¬ 
position to the game to 
Robert Gates, the U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Defense. He also crit¬ 
icized the U.S. military who 
allegedly participated in the 


design of the game. 

The new ’’Medal of 
Honor” game is scheduled to 
be released on Oct. 12 in 
North America for the 
PlayStation 3, Xbox 360 and 
PC. The new version will be 
the first time that the series 
has been set in modern-day 
Afghanistan; it previously 
has been limited to scenarios 
during World War II. 

Thompson’s objection is 
fourfold: that the game itself 


used U.S. Special Operations 
soldiers as consultants, which 
would provide enemies a 
’’powerful and useful training 
tool to rehearse killing our 
soldiers”; that the game al¬ 
lows players to play as the 
Taliban; that EA is allegedly 
allowing anyone to preorder 
the game, regardless of age; 
and that school massacres 
have been linked to ’’military 
killing simulators” like the 
’’Medal of Honor” game.

Hewlett-Packard on Wednes¬ 
day announced a low-cost, 
entry-level server for small 
businesses that bundles ad¬ 
vanced features in a small 
package. 

HP’s ProLiant Mi- 
croServer is targeted at small 
businesses and is an inexpen¬ 
sive alternative or even com¬ 
plementary product to blade 
or rack servers, said McLeod 
Glass, director of marketing 


in HP’s Industry Standard 
Servers and Software group. 

The server bundles a num¬ 
ber of server-specific features 
into a microtower with di¬ 
mensions of 10.5 by 10.2 by 
8.3 inches (26.7 by 26.0 by 
21.0 centimeters).

Men seem more susceptible to 
memory problems than women 


Elderly men are more likely 
to suffer memory problems 
than women, new research 
shows. 

The study included 2,050 
people, aged 70 to 89, in 
Olmsted County, Minn., who 
were interviewed about their 
memory and medical history, 
and who underwent testing of 
their memory and thinking 
skills. 

Overall, nearly 14 percent 
of the participants had mild 
cognitive impairment (MCI), 
but the rate was 1.5 times 
higher in men (19 percent) 
than in women (14 percent). 
People with MCI have mem¬ 
ory or thinking problems that 
are more serious than whaf s 
associated with normal 
aging. Although not everyone 
who has MCI develops 
Alzheimer's disease, people 
with the impairment do often 
go on to develop it, according 
to the Alzheimer's Associa¬ 
tion. 

The study, published in 
the Sept. 7 issue of the jour¬ 
nal Neurology, also found 
that about 10 percent of the 
participants had dementia, 


and 76 percent had normal 
memory and thinking skills. 

"This is the first study 
conducted among commu¬ 
nity-dwelling persons to find 
a higher prevalence of MCI 
in men," study author Dr. 
Ronald Petersen, of the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
said in an American Acad¬ 
emy of Neurology news re¬ 
lease. 

"If these results are con¬ 
firmed in other studies, it 
may suggest that factors re¬ 
lated to gender play a role in 
the disease. For example, 
men may experience cogni¬ 
tive decline earlier in life but 
more gradually, whereas 
women may transition from 
normal memory directly to 
dementia at a later age but 
more quickly," he added. 

The study, funded by the 
U.S. National Institute on 
Aging and a Mayo Clinic 
Alzheimer's disease research 
program, also found that 
MCI was more common 
among people who had a 
lower level of education or 
who were never married. 


The down side to downsizing 
your waistline 


Weight loss may have an un¬ 
wanted side effect, according 
to a new study in the journal 
Nature: It may send a flood 
of environmental pollutants 
into the bloodstream. 

Body fat stores certain 
pollutants, including such 
pesticides as DDT and poly¬ 
chlorinated biphenyls 

(PCBs). If a person loses 
weight and significant 
amounts of body fat are bro¬ 
ken down, these chemical 
compounds, known as per¬ 
sistent organic pollutants, are 
released and can lead to dis¬ 
ease, said researchers from 
Kyungpook National Univer¬ 
sity in Daegu, South Korea. 

"The strong dogma on 
weight change is that weight 
loss is always good while 
weight gain is always bad," 
but that may not always hold 
up, said study researcher Dr. 
Duk-Hee Lee, a professor at 
the university. 

Hypertension, type 2 dia¬ 
betes, coronary heart disease 
and rheumatoid arthritis have 
been linked to persistent or¬ 
ganic pollutants, Lee said. 

The researchers analyzed 
data collected by the Centers 



for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention between 1999 and 
2002. They selected seven 
pollutants that had the high¬ 
est detection rate in blood 
samples, and focused on 
1,099 people ages 40 or older 
who had measurable levels of 
these pollutants in their blood 
and who had also lost or 
gained weight. 

By the study's end, they 
found that those who had lost 
weight had higher concentra¬ 
tions of most of the pollutants 
they measured, while those 
who had gained weight had 
lowered their pollutant con¬ 
centrations. The trend was 
even more significant among 
people who reported they had 
gained or lost weight over a 


10-year period, according to 
the researchers. 

"A lot of studies have 
shown that losing weight is 
helpful," because it lowers 
levels of sugar and fat in the 
blood as well as blood pres¬ 
sure, Lee told MyHealth- 
NewsDaily. However, there 
may be other aspects of health 
that losing weight can nega¬ 
tively influence, she said, 
pointing out that a previous 
study involving him linked 
weight loss to calcification of 
the coronary arteries. 

Although many of the 
dangerous chemicals exam¬ 
ined in the study were banned 
by developed countries sev¬ 
eral decades ago, they are 
still commonly found in the 
environment and in people 
because they take a long time 
to break down, Lee said. 

Lee recommended exer¬ 
cising and sticking to a plant- 
based diet to help to rid the 
body of these pollutants dur¬ 
ing weight loss. Of course, 
not becoming overweight in 
the first place would elimi¬ 
nate the costs paid by obese 
people who want to return to 
being non-obese, he said.

That later turned into San 
Nicolas. Some stories indicate 
that the Spanish influence had 
something to do with this. 

Following east you will 
find Seroe Colorado. Seroe 
Colorado translates to "color¬ 
ful hill." The name of the place 
refers to the 30 meters high of 
pure limestone at the endpoint 
in the east of Aruba. The hill 
got its name due to the brown 
yellowish color of the lime¬ 
stone.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Cambridge University has 
edged out Harvard to become 
the first non-US university to 
top a global ranking, according 
to a survey released yesterday. 

The British-based Cam¬ 
bridge knocked Harvard out of 
the top spot for the first time in 
the seven-year history of the 
QS World University Rankings 
released by the London con¬ 
sultancy Quacquarelli 

Symonds Limited. 

The survey, which in previ¬ 
ous years had been conducted 
with The Times of London, 
had six American and four 
British schools in the top 10.

US-based Yale University 
was ranked third, followed by 
University College London, 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Oxford Univer¬ 
sity, Imperial College London, 
the University of Chicago, 
California Institute of Techno¬ 
logy and Princeton University. 

There were 22 countries 
represented in the top 100, up 
from 19 last year, in the rank¬ 



ing that surveyed over 15,000 
academics and 5,000 emplo¬ 
yers. 

Although Harvard was the 
most popular among the em¬ 
ployers polled globally, Cam¬ 
bridge edged ahead overall and 
was rated the best for research 
quality. 

"Unlike other rankings sys¬ 
tems which rely heavily on sta¬ 
tistical indicators of university 
research, QS also takes into ac¬ 
count the most up-to-date 
views of employers and aca¬ 
demics, reflecting the broader 
interests of students and par¬ 
ents," said QS researcher Ben 
Sowter. "QS rankings reflect 
the highly competitive envi¬ 
ronment of global higher edu¬ 
cation." 

Global university rankings 
have been a source of contro¬ 
versy, especially in Europe. 

Another widely recognized 
survey by the Chinese-based 
Jiaotong University’s Centre 
for World-Class Universities 
last month showed Harvard at 
the top for the eighth straight 
year, drawing criticism in Eu¬ 
rope because it relied largely 
on scientific research. 

Eight of the top 10 in the 
Chinese survey were US uni¬ 
versities, with Cambridge 
ranked fifth and Oxford 10th.

BP takes share of blame for Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill 


LONDON, England, 2010 
(AFP) - BP sought to spread 
the blame for the Gulf of Me¬ 
xico oil spill yesterday as it de¬ 
fended itself against tens of 
billions of dollars in potential 
fines and legal liabilities. 

As expected in the findings 
of its own inquiry, BP did not 
admit "gross negligence" for 
the April 20 explosion that 
killed 11 people and unleashed 
4.9 million barrels of oil in the 
worst-ever maritime spill. 

The disaster was due to a 
"sequence of failures" BP said, 
as it exonerated its well design 
and apportioned a large share 
of the blame to mistakes made 
by rig owner Transocean and 
contractor Halliburton, which 
cemented the well. 

"It is evident that a series of 
complex events, rather than a 
single mistake or failure, led to 
the tragedy," BP's outgoing 
chief executive Tony Hayward 
said in a summary of the 200- 
page report. "Multiple parties, 
including BP, Halliburton and 
Trans- ocean, were involved." 

The four-month probe, led 
by BP's head of safety and op¬ 
erations Mark Bly, is viewed 
as key to how BP plans to de¬ 
fend itself in legal proceedings 
involving the spill. 

"This report likely does its 
job in providing ammo (am¬ 
munition) for BP in future 
court cases, where the avoi¬ 
dance of the charge of 'gross 
negligence' is critical," said 
Peter Hutton, an oil market an¬ 
alyst at NCB Stockbrokers. 

BP said key failings in¬ 
cluded a "bad cement job" at 
the bottom of the well that al¬ 
lowed gas and liquids to flow 
up the production casing. 


Additionally, the results of 
a negative pressure test were 
incorrectly accepted by BP and 
Transocean, while the rig's 
blow-out preventer on the 
seabed failed to automatically 
seal the well. 

But Transocean dismissed 
the report, accusing BP of ha¬ 
ving designed a "fatally 
flawed" well. 

"This is a self-serving re¬ 
port that attempts to conceal 
the critical factor that set the 
stage for the Macondo inci¬ 
dent: BP's fatally flawed well 
design," said the Swiss-based 
group. 

Halliburton said the report 
contained "substantial omis¬ 
sions and inaccuracies" and 
noted that the BP was respon¬ 
sible for overseeing and testing 
complex deepwater operations. 

"Halliburton remains confi¬ 
dent that all the work it per¬ 
formed with respect to the 
Macondo well was completed 
in accordance with BP’s spe¬ 
cifications for its well con¬ 
struction plan and instructions, 
and that it is fully indemnified 
under its contract for any of the 
allegations contained in the re¬ 
port," the Texas-based com¬ 
pany said in a statement. 

The US government's 
pointman on the response wel¬ 
comed the report as a "piece of 
information that adds to our 
understanding." 

"But it is not the be-all and 
end-end all of why it happened 
and what needs to happen in 
the future," retired Coast 
Guard admiral Thad Allen told 
reporters. 

US lawmakers have ac¬ 
cused the oil giant of sacrific¬ 
ing safety to improve its profit 


margin but Hayward denied 
this during a hostile grilling in 
Congress in June. He an¬ 
nounced he would quit the top 
job in October. 

Under US law, fines could 
be as much as 4,300 dollars per 
barrel spilled, if negligence is 
proved. This means BP could 
theoretically face fines of up to 
17.6 billion dollars for the 4.1 
million barrels that poured into 
the sea — another 800,000 bar¬ 
rels were siphoned up a cap di¬ 
rectly to ships. 

The leaking Macondo well 
has now been secured but the 
disaster is being examined in a 
string of court cases and 
probes, including a criminal in¬ 
vestigation being carried out by 
the US Department of Justice. 

BP has already spent eight 
billion dollars trying to contain 
the disaster and has forecast 
that it will eventually cost the 
group more than 32.2 billion 
dollars. 

Also yesterday, ratings 
agency Fitch upgraded BP's 
credit rating three notches, cit¬ 
ing an end to the threat of more 
leaks from the Macondo well. 

The upgrade to A from 
BBB also "reflects both the 
improved visibility of potential 
liability scenarios the company 
could still face and substantial 
progress that BP has made to 
date in building up liquidity to 
address potential financial pay¬ 
ments," Fitch said in a state¬ 
ment. 

BP's market value slumped 
by tens of billions of dollars 
but its stock has recovered 
somewhat in recent weeks. 
Following the report's publica¬ 
tion, BP shares closed up 1.32 
percent at 412.15 pence. 


New bank standards to be phased 
in from 2013 


to hire "casual," non-union 
employees at about half the 
pay of union workers, Harley- 
Davidson could continue to 
look for new locations for their 
production facilities. 

Harley aims to cut $54 mil¬ 
lion a year in production costs 
and wants a workforce that can 
quickly respond to seasonal 
demands and economic 
changes that affect production.

FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - Stricter international 
banking standards should be 
ready by 2013, sooner than ex¬ 
pected, but should not affect 
the wider economy, German 
central bank leaders said yes¬ 
terday. 

A compromise was reached 
"on fundamental issues" dur¬ 
ing a meeting of the Basel 
Committee on Banking Super¬ 
vision on Tuesday, Bundes¬ 
bank vice president Franz - 
Christoph Zeitler said in a 
statement. 

Central bank governors and 
financial market regulators are 
to meet again on Sunday in the 
Swiss city to define a mini¬ 
mum level of capital and cash 
reserves that banks will have to 
maintain to avoid another cri¬ 
sis. 


The need for reinforced 
banking standards was made 
clear by the collapse of the US 
investment bank Lehman 
Brothers in September 2008. 

"Since the beginning we 
have sought to ensure a bal¬ 
ance" between reinforcing the 
stability of the international fi¬ 
nancial system without stem¬ 
ming credit flows to the wider 
economy, Zeitler said. 

The solution may lie in 
"higher levels of core capital" 
along with a "capital cushion," 
measures that would be pro¬ 
gressively introduced starting 
in 2013, he added. 

Stricter banking standards 
for capital and cash reserves 
will not burden economic 
growth, German central bank 
president Axel Weber added. 

Weber, an influential mem¬ 


ber of the European Central 
Bank governing council, told a 
banking forum here that rein¬ 
forcing capital standards 
"should not make the real 
economy suffer, as long as 
there are generous transition 
periods." 

But the head of the German 
savings bank association, 
Heinrich Haasis, said that the 
talks on bank reserves could 
lead to total reserve require¬ 
ments of up to 16 percent of a 
bank's assets, "more than dou¬ 
ble" the current level. 

The Swiss-based Bank for 
International Settlements 
(BIS), the so-called central 
bank of central banks, is draft¬ 
ing tougher capital and liquid¬ 
ity rules to try and prevent 
another international financial 
crisis.

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Study reveals attractive 
dance moves for men 


Philippines says likely to 
miss UN millennium goals

PARIS (AFP) - Men who 
wish to attract women on the 
disco floor would be better 
advised to learn a few moves 
that answer the female mat¬ 
ing drive rather than bother 
with the moonwalk. 

Psychologists have identi¬ 
fied the key male dance 
movements that most arouse 
female interest — and all are 
to do with central body mo¬ 
tions which send out primal 
signals of health, vigour and 
strength. 

A team led by Nick Neave 
of Northumbria University in 
Newcastle, filmed 19 men 
aged 18-35 in a lab as they 
danced to a standard disco 
beat. 

The men, none of whom 
was a professional dancer, 
wore reflective markers that 
studded their body and were 
filmed by a battery of 12 3D 
cameras. 

The footage was used to 
create a dancing avatar, or 
animated figure, that was

”My guess is that there 
will be wide cultural vari¬ 
ability about the way people 
dance, but the interest in the 
core body movements will 
be the same," said Neave in 
a phone interview. 

"The movement of the 
trunk, the neck and the 
shoulders give out signals of 
strength, suppleness and vi¬ 
tality.” 

Neave said he was eager 
to do the experiment in re¬ 
verse — to create female 
dancing avatars and get men 
to judge the performance. 

This experiment would 
help determine how far 
movement determines fe¬ 
male allure in addition to 
body shape, facial looks, eye 
contact and other factors.

MANILA, The Philippines 
(AFP) - The Philippines is in 
serious danger of missing 
many of the UN develop¬ 
ment goals, including halv¬ 
ing poverty by 2015, 
President Benigno Aquino 
and a senior economic advi¬ 
sor acknowledged Wednes¬ 
day. 

"Reducing poverty, reach¬ 
ing universal primary educa¬ 
tion and improving maternal 
health are three areas that de¬ 
mand more attention,” 
Aquino told a public forum. 

Aquino said he would ex¬ 
pand the coverage of a cash 
transfer programme now tar¬ 
geting the poorest Filipino 
families, who receive small 
amounts of up to 1,400 pesos 
(about 32 dollars) monthly if 
they keep their children in 
school. 

There is only a "medium” 
chance poverty will be halved, 
a "low” chance that fewer 
mothers will die while giving 
birth, while AIDS is still 
spreading, Economic Planning 
Secretary Cayetano Paderanga 
told the same forum. 

The government also lags 
on providing basic education 


and safe tap water for all, 
Paderanga added. 

World leaders meeting at 
a UN summit in 2000 drew 
up the list of "Millennium 
Development Goals", or 
MDGs, aimed at improving 
the lives of poor people 
around the world. 

Paderanga said the priority 
now was to cut the number of 
the poor, which he defined as 
those whose incomes cannot 
provide their basic food, 
clothing and shelter needs, to 

12.5 percent of the popula¬ 
tion in five years’ time. 

The proportion of the 
poor rose to 33 percent in 
2006. 

Realistically, Paderanga 
said, the government will 
only likely succeed in trim¬ 
ming the percentage of Fil¬ 
ipinos in extreme poverty — 
those who cannot afford basic 
food needs - from 14.6 per¬ 
cent in 2006 to 12.15 percent. 

He said the Philippines 
was doing well on other tar¬ 
gets such as gender equality, 
reducing toddler deaths, con¬ 
trolling malaria and tubercu¬ 
losis and improving access to 
sanitary toilets.

The big-spending Spanish 
club reported annual profits 
of 24 million euros (30.6 mil¬ 
lion dollars), up from 21.5 
million a year earlier. 

It said gross revenues for 
the season were 442.3 million 
euros, up 8.6 percent from 
the previous year, ”an amount 
that is the highest of any 
sports institution in the 
world.” 

The club said its net debt 
had fallen 25.1 percent to 
244.6 million euros. 

Real was listed as the 
largest revenue-generating 
football club in the world, 
ahead of arch-rivals 
Barcelona and Manchester 
United of England, in the 
Football Money League re¬ 
leased by the Deloitte busi¬ 
ness advisory firm in March. 

Both Real and Barcelona 


have recently benefited from 
a sharp jump in earnings 
from television rights. 

Real finished last season 
runners-up for the second 
straight year to Barcelona in 
Spain's Primera Liga. 

That was despite spending 
more than 250 million euros 
on new players in 2009, in¬ 
cluding a world record fee for 
Portuguese winger Cristiano 
Ronaldo from Manchester 
United. 

Madrid drew criticism last 
year for its heaving spending 
and was one of the main rea¬
